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DETAILED ACTION 
Inventorship 

In the reply filed 1 1 April 2008, Applicant confirmed that the correct 
spelling of an inventor is "Kari Zimmers", not "Karl Zimmers" as listed. Furthermore, as 
Applicant indicated, the Declaration contains the correct spelling of the inventor's name. 
The inventorship of this application has been changed by amending "Karl Zimmers" to 
"Kari Zimmers". 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) for issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of Office records to 
reflect the inventorship as corrected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-33 and 35-40 are allowed. The claims in the instant application have 
not been rejected using prior art because no references, or reasonable combination 
thereof, could be found which disclose, or suggest: the method of claim 1 , specifically, 
that the first and second retaining members are directly engageable with the first and 
second vertebrae, respectively, after the disc is positioned between the first and second 
vertebrae. The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
disclose, or suggest: the method of claim 35 (will be renumbered as claim 34), 
specifically, engaging the first mounting member with a guide extending from the outer

surface of the first retaining member to guide the first retaining member into position 
between the first and second vertebrae and also engaging the first vertebra with the 
guide. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 28 April 2009 with respect to claim 1 (that the 
Ross retaining members 22 and 24 do not directly engage the vertebrae - see page 16 
of Applicant's remarks) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-33 has been withdrawn.
